MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION & POWER 

New Delhi, the 12th August 1958 

S.O. 1703. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 28 
of the Indian Electricity Act, 1910 (9 of 1910) as in force in the State of Pondi- 
cherry, the Central Government (hereinafter referred to as the ‘Government’) 
hereby grants sanction to Messrs. Karaikkal Electric Supply Co, I/td., 13 West 
Boulevard Road, Tiruchirapalli (hereinafter referred to as ‘the Company’) to 
engage in the business of supplying energy within tho area as hereinafter defined, 
subject t» the provisions of the said Act as are specified hereinafter and the 
rules made thereunder and also subject to the conditions mentioned below and 
to such other conditions as may be imposed at any time by the Government:— 

1. Definition— The several words, terms und expressions to which meanings 
are assigned by the aforesaid Act. or bj^ the rules made thereunder shall have 
in this Sanction the same respective meanings: 

Provided that the expression ‘deposited map’ used in this Sanction shall 
mean the plan which has been deposited with the Government and signed for 
the purpose of identification by the Secretary, Ministry of Irrigation and Power, 
Government of India, New Delhi and th Company — 

2. System of Supply. — The system of supply of electrical energy for the purpose, 
of this Sanction shall be: — - 

(a) A medium pressure alternating current three-phaso four-wire supply 

at a frequency of 50 cycles per second at a pressure of 400 volts 
between phase's and 230 volts between a phase and a neutral at the 
consumer s terminals. 

(b) A high pressure alternating current three-phase supply at a frequency 

of 50 cycles per second at a pressure of 3,300 volts between phases 
for Neravy Commune and at a pressure of 11,000 volts between phases 
for Tirunallar and Ambagarattur Communes. 

(e) The neutral points of the high pressure system may, with the approval 
of the Government and the concurrence of the Telegraph Authority 
and the Railway Administration be connected to earth. 

3. Purpose of Supply. — Subject to the provisions of this sanction and of the 
Indian Electricity Act. 1910 and the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 and the rules 
made under the Electricity Act 1910, the sanction-holder shall be entitled during 
the continuance of this sanction to supply energy within the area of supply for 
all purposes: 

Provided that any prospective consumer within the sanctioned area having a 
connected load of 150 h.p, or more may, if in the opinion of Government it is 
deemed necessary, be supplied with energy in bulk at high tension from such. 
sou."e as may be directed by the Government: 

Provided further that no supply of energy shall be commenced until the' 
sanction-holder’s works have been Inspected by the Electric Inspector to the 
Government and passed by him In writing and until the Government have 
approved (i) the form of requisition Lo be made by owners or occupiers of premises 
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for supply of energy; (ii) the form of written contract or agreement with the 
suppliers, agreeing to take a supply of energy; and (iii) all miscellaneous charges 
incidental to such supply, and also until the Government have been duly notified 
of the amounts of all retail rates actually] to be charged to consumers for energy 
supplied for various purposes; 

Provided further that every change in or addition to the rates shall be com- 
municated to Government at least sixty days prior to its coming into force. 

4. Area of Supply. — The area of supply within which the company is authorised 
to engage in the business of supplying electrical energy shall be the Communes 
of Neravy, Tirunallar and Ambagarattur as Indicated in red on the deposited map. 

5. Compulsory Works. — (a) The sanction-holder shall lay down suitable and 
sufficient transmission lines, feeders and distributing mains and shall do all other 
works necessary for the commencement of the supply and to the satisfaction of 
the Government throughout such streets or parts of streets as are mentioned 
in the Annexure and as indicated in red on the deposited maps, In the case of 
difference between the description in the Annexure and as indicated on the 
deposited maps, the latter shall prevail. The sanction-holder shall commence to 
execute the works aforesaid within six months from the commencement of the 
sanction and shall complete the same within three years thereof. 

(b) Further, within six months of the receipt of the application and subject 
to the first proviso of Clause VI (i) of the Schedule to the Indian Electricity, Act, 
1910, the sanction-holder shall lay down suitable and sufficient additional trans- 
mission lines, feeders and distributing mains as may be required to effect a 
supply to every applicant, village or community, within the area giving a gross 
return of not less than 15% of the capital outlay for such extensions. 

(c) If the sanction-holder falls to comply with the abovei provisions or, should 
in the opinion of the Government, the progress made during any portion of the 
said period of three years be unsatisfactory, the sanction may be revoked. 

(d) The sanction holder shall submit reports to the Electric Inspector every 
six months, from the commencement of the sanction until the completion of the 
compulsory works, specifying all steps taken and the progress made In carrying 
into effect this sanction. 

6. Breaking up of Streets and Railways and Crossing of Waterways. — (a) The 

sanction-holder Is hereby specially authorised to open and break up the soil 
and pavement of the Southern Railway at such points and places and to such 
extent only as shall have been previously approved in writing by the Government 
after the sanction holder has notified the persons who are entitled to work the 
said railway and after all representations or objections received in accordance 
With any; such notice have been considered by the Government. 

(b) The length of the trenches to be opened on any street at any one time 
and the period for which they may remain open shall be determined from time 
to time by the Government or the local authority by which such streets are 
repairable. When any street is crossed, not more than half the width of such 
street shall, without the specific authority in writing of the Government or the 
local authority as aforesaid, be closed for traffic. 

(cl The sanction holder Is further authorised to cross all rivers, streams and 
irrigation channels within the area of supply in accordance with such conditions 
as the Government may impose. 

7. Methods of Construction.- — The methods of construction of overhead lines 
shall be such as shall be approved In writing by the Electric Inspector for 
Pondicherry State, and for that, purpose the company shall submit to the Electric 
Inspector for Pondicherry State full details and plans of such methods of construc- 
tion. No works including additions or alterations shall be laid down until they 
have been approved by the nfofesald Electric Inspector, 

8. Receiving, Transforming and Distributing Stations. — The receiving, trans- 
forming and distributing stations shall be within the sanctioned area of supply, 

9. flours of Supply.-— The supply of energy shall be continuous for 24 hours 
a day throughout the year. 

10. Rates of Supply. — The rates for supply of power to consumers shall be 
governed by the provisions of the Sixth Schedule to the Electricity (Supply) 
Act, 1948, as amended from time to time, 
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11. Application of certain sections of the Indian Electricity Act, 1910. — The 

provisions of sections 9, 11(1), 12 to 26, and clauses II, III, V to VIII and X to 
XVII of the Schedule to the Indian Electricity Act, 1910 shall apply to tho Company 
as If it \krere a licensee under the Indian Electricity Act, 1910, 

12. Period of Sanction. — This sanction shall come into operation on and from 
the date on which it is published in the Government of India Gazette and shall 
remain ih force, till the 8th November, 1960, and thereafter may continue to remain 
In force for every subsequent period of one year unless terminated earlier by the 
Government in the manner specified in clause 13. 

13. Revocation or Termination of Sanction. — (a) The sanction may be revoked 
or withdrawn at any time for breach of any of the conditions of the sanction. 

(b) It shall be competent for the Government to terminate the sanction at 
any time if the Government deems it necessary so to do for any reasons whatsoever 
and no compensation of any sort shall be claimed by the Company on account 
of such termination, 

(c) in the event of revocation, withdrawal or termination of the sanction, 
Lhe Company shall, If so ordered by the Government, sell its electricity supply 
undertaking utilised for the purpose of this sanction to the Government or to 
such othler person or authority as may be directed by the Government on such 
terms a9 may be mutually agreed upon between the parties concerned. If no 
purchase is effected, the Company would remove all electrical supply lines, poles, 
apparatus and other works belonging to the undertaking at its own expense as 
directed by the Government. If the Company fails to comply with the directions 
within a period of three months, the Government may cause all electrical supply 
lines, poles, apparatus and other works belonging to tho Undertaking to be 
removed and recover the cost of such removal from the Company. 

14. Government’s Decision as Final. — Any difference or dispute arising out of 
the provisions of this Sanction shall be decided by the Government and Its 
decision shall be final and binding on the Company.
